Apart from the telegrams sent here 
there are some Known facts which 
have been pointed out by Mexican of- 
ficials as lending sttong support to the 
truth of the reports that the bandit 
chief's career has been closed by death. 

These facts art: That Villa has been 
suffering for more than a year from 
a Virulent form of blood poisoning. He 
was treated for this disease while in 
Jaurez by Dr. W. L. Brown, one of thé 
best known physicians in El Paso. 

Dr. Brown states that the condition“ 
of the bandit was such that even a 
minor wound would be fatal in ten 
days unless treated promptly and with 
the best medical skill and care. Even 
under the most favorable conditions 
such a wound would be of the gravest 
character. 

It is certain that if Villa was wound- 
ed he could not have commandéd any- 
thing but we most primitive treat- 
ment. i 

Rioting in Chihuahua City. 

Another message from Chihuahus 
City received here today stating that 
rioting had broken out there was re- 
garded as in a measure confirmatory 
of the bandit’s death. Villa is known 
to have had numerous sympathizers 


among the lower classes in the city, 
and it was considered probabie that

This colonel offered to show his ca 


tors Villa's grave in return for his 11 4 
He led a detachment of Carranza sol- 
diers under the command of Colonel 
Cavanos to San Fraticiséo Borja, a 
small town 30 miles south of Cusihui- 
riachie, with which it is connected by 
a vague and deserted trail. Near this 
lonely spot thé Carransa soldiers are 
said to have ethumed the body of the 
bandit. One leg was said to have been 
swolien to enormous size, and to be in 
such a dangerous condition that there 
Was fio doubt as to the eause of death. 

Consul refused to commit 
himself positively tonight as to wheth- 
or he accepted the story of Villa’s death 
as true. 

“In the absence of offieial informa- 
tion,” he said, “I cannot say that the 
story is absolutely true, but person- 
filly I consider the messages I have 
réceived as reliable. 1 have sent a tel- 
Sram to Governor Enriqués, of Chi- 
huahus, to have the body of Villa sent 
to Juarez, it it has been found, so that 
the Americans here can satisfy them- 
selves as to the facts.

Precedent. 


London, April 16.—The most. gigantic 
conflict in the history of the world, 
the battle of Verdun, has entered upon 
its ninth week. It is it many respects 
without precedent. The enormous scale 
of the German preparations and execu- 
tion of the attack, the unparalleled | Th 
ceéncentration of artillery and the. sus- 
tained ferocity of the fighting, mark 
the battle as one of the greatest 825 
‘forts of thé war. 

Verdun has been rated as one of the 
strongest fortresses of Europe, a cor- 
nerstone of the French defenses against 
Germany. The evolution of military 
tactics during the war, however, and 
particularly the employment by: the 
Germans of long-rangé Howitsers capa- 
ble of reducing the greatest forts, have 
done much to change the character of 
the Verdun campaign as compared with 
the earlier conceptions of what such 
a struggle might be. Before the bdat- 
tle opened, the French partly disman- 
tled their forte around Verdun and 
here as elsewhere on the various fronts 
chief reliance for résistance was placed 
on an elaborate system of trenches. 

Losses Are Knormous, ~ 

In no previous battle were the losses 
ao high as those which have been es- 
timated in the fighting around Verdun. 
These estimates, however, cannot be 
regarded as conclusive evidence. for 
neither Germany nor France has an- 
nounced its own casualties. The French 
war office has declared the Germans 
have lost 200,000 in killed, wounded 
and captured. The Germans state 
@emi-officially that the French cas- 
tiaties number 160,000 killed and 
wounded, and that 36400 unwounded 
French prisoners have been taken. If 
these estimates are approximately cor- 
rest, nearly 400,000 men have been 
éliminated as fighting units.

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NATIONAL NULLIFICATION. 


When nullification of federal statutes by 
state governments was attempted in the six- 
ties it brought about a stir that fills the 
most prominent pages of American history. 
Now that the situation is turned around and 
congress permits the nullification of state 
laws, the situation seems to be causing the 
national legislative body as little concern as 
does the question of education in the Congo 
Free State. 


William D. Upshaw, in a communication 
published in The Constitution today, clearly 
states that the utter indifference of the 
national government to the prohibition laws 
enacted by the states constitutes an exas- 
perating provocation on the part of those 
who are inclined to make real prohibition a 
test of efficiency.” 

That ig just the trouble to which The 
Constitution has repeatedly called attention. 
We are not going to have, and we cannot 
have, any real test of the efficiency of pro- 
hibition in Georgia or any other state as 
long as congress exhibits such utter indif- 
ference to state laws as to permit them to be 
wholly nullified by national interstate com- 
merce policies. 

For instance, it will be absolutely 
illegal after May 1 for Georgia news- 
papers to carry liquor or beer adver- 
tisements of any kind; it will be illegal 
to spread a liquor advertisement upon a 
billboard anywhere in this state, and yet the 
United States mails coming to Georgia are 
not only flooded now, but will continue to 
be flooded after that date, with liquor 
solicitations. In this way every man, 
woman and child in the state may be reached 
by a letter handled by the government, urg- 
ing him or her to purchase this or that 
article, the sale of which is specifically pro- 
hibited by the state. 

The same thing is true with regard to 
other states. No possible customer will be 
overlooked, and whether the state law al- 
lows a gallon or a half gallon each month, 
the man and the family who want it will 
get it, and those who want more will get 
more. 

It is true.that congress has not passed 
any specific act for the direct purpose of 
nullifying these state laws; but it has done 
the very next thing to it by permitting 
national laws which do have the effect of 
nullification to remain unrevised and un- 


changed.

It would be comparatively an easy mat- 


ter for the national congress to enact a law 
which would protect any state desiring it 
both from liquor solicitations and liquor 
shipments. without in the least interfering 
with those which do not want it. 

It is an extremely strange fact that a 
legislative body which in many respects has 
sought to give the people of this or that 
community what they desire should halt and 
hesitate at a simple measure that would 
make their prohibition laws really effective.

ive shape.

He Deplores Attempt 
To Enjoin Prohi Lau- 


Editor Constitution: It is published that 
Mr. Charles O Jones proprietor of the Rex 
saloon, contemplates bringing an injunction 
to prevent his place being closed May 1, it 
being thought by some legal talent of the 
city that, technically, the laws can be de- 
clared unconstitutional.. This is all proper 
and right for Mr. Jones to do, provided he 
is being unjustly wronged; in fact, our vari- 
ous laws and statutes are designed for the 
very purpose of equal justice to all. 

Before doing this, however, I would re- 
spectfully call the attention of those inter- 
ested in-trying to kill the effect of these laws 
to’ one or two important points. The first, 
and perhaps most important, is that it is ap- 
parent the large majority of Americans do 
not appreciate the full value and meaning of 
our form of popular government. Our fed- 
eral constitution, in connection with the Dec- 
lafation of Independence, from which all 
statutory laws receive their power, has a 
two-fold purpose: that of a declaration of 
our rights, as a free and independent people; 
and that of an attempt to define such rights, 
to the end that the individual shall enjoy 
without intereference the fuli right, so long 
as he shall not interefere with the concur- 
rent rights of others, based on the consensus 
of conclusions ot the people as to what in- 
dividual and collective rights, duties and 
privileges are most conducive to the gen- 
eral Welfare of each and all, as experience 
and observation may have shown to be best. 

“We, the people, arrive at an expression 
of these rights, auties and privileges by a 
free and untrammeled pubiic and private dis- 
cussion, culminating in the deiega of 
our individual preferences in a body of 
state or federal legislators, who attempt or 
snould attempt, to separate and unify tnese 
wishes of the people as to what seems pest 
tor the ultimate good of all, into statutory 
laws, to tne end that those vested by the 
peopie with authority to keep peace ana pro- 
mote the best interests of tne community 
or state may have uniform methods for se- 
curing this end. Expressed in another way, 
statucory laws are, as has weil been said, 
only “crystallized public opinion,” Statu- 
tory laws are not enacted to create such pupb- 
lic opinion, but are merely the concrete ex- 
pression of such public opinion as to what 
nas seemed a desirabie course of action. 

The laws recently enacted in this state 
to ciose saloons, bars, ciubs, etc., dispensing 
liquors, are intended to be the expression 
ot the majority, and certainly of most of the 
best peopie in the state, that the operation 
of these places is not to the best interest 
of the public, and shall be discontinued. It 
is to de regretted some who tak 
interest in such campaigns perhaps do so 
only for political gain, but this must not 
be allowed to becioud the real issue or will 
of the people. It is not intended these laws 
shall result in harm to any, but on the con- 
trary, they are unquestionably to result in 
good to all. The tact that there are many 
people who are to be left without empicy- 
ment when these laws go into effect ‘ig 
merely an incident, perhaps seemingly an

Crop Diversification 
Boon to Agriculture, 
Says Georgia Chamber 


In its campaign, started last Monday, for 
a diversification of crops in Georgia, to the 
extent of supplying actual needs of the home, 
as regards foodstuffs, based on the plans 
which have been used by the peaple of 
Coweta county, the Georgia Chamber of Com- 
merce has discovered a number of very in- 
teresting conditions in the state. 

From Terrell county it has received a 
report from M. P. Edwards, president of the 
Bank of Dawson, which shows that as a 
result of diverSification in that county, the 
Bank of Dawson was enabled to completely 
liquidate all of its bills payahle by February 
1, 1916, and enabled, furthermore, to take 
care of all of its local loans without ang 
outside assistance. 

In his letter to Secretary-Manager E. Y. 
Clarke, of the Georgia chamber, Mr. Edwards 
says: 

“We shipped out nine carloads of mules 
in 1914 and 1915, where the previous year 
The 
Bank of Dawson did not borrow a cent of 
money, and on February 1 had no bills pay- 
able. I beg to advise you that while this 
county in 1914 imported about seventy-five 
carloads of grain, feedstuffs, ete, up to this 
date it has not imported a carload. One car 
has been shipped by a farmer who resides 
here, but owns farms elsewhere, from his 
farm out of the county, to be used to feed 
cattle. There are more hogs and corn in 
Terrell county than aver before in its his- 
tory.” 

Good Showing in Laurens. 

From Laurens county Secretary Clarke has 

received a report vouched for by Charles B. 


of Commerce, as follows: 

“In 1914 Laurens county led the state in 
total crop wealth, with $4,314,618.90. She 
was second only to one other county in cotton 
production. 

“In 1916 the cotton crop has been cut 
30 per cent on the normal production. The 
normal million-dollar corn crop has been in- 
creased this ‘year. Next year Laurens is 
likely to raise a 200-pound hog for every _ 
of cotton produced.

BE SIXTY-FOUR TODAY 


Since Death of A. G. Spalding 
He Is Now “G. O. M.” 
of Baseball. 


Be e ied 

Since the death of Albert G. Spalding 
the title of “Grand Old Man of Base- 
ball” has passed to Adrian Constantine 
Anson, for twenty-one years the leader 
of the far famed Chicago White Stock- 
ings, and, in the opinion of many old 
fans, the greatest figure in baseball 
history. Good old “Pop” will pass his 
sixty-fourth milestone today, as he was 
born on April 17, 1852, in Marshalltown, 
Iowa. It is not a happy occasion for 
“Cap,” however, as his last few months 
have been clouded by sadness since 
the death of his devoted wife. The 
famous veteran now makes a living on 
the vaudeville stage, and has lately 
appeared in a comedy skit written for 
him by Ring Lardner. Anson has also 
taken up golf as a recreation, but, al- 
though he has been playing the Scotch 
game for five years, be admits that he 
knows somewhat less about it than 
when he commenced. 

The daddy of diamond sluggers 
thinks that the players of today aver- 
age about as good as those of his time, 
but no better. He has always enter- 
tained the theory that diamond stars 
are born and not made, and that the 
crop in the good old days was about the 
same as now. He denies that there is 
anything new under the sun, in a base- 
ball manner of speaking, with the ex- 
ception of the spitball and the salary 
envelope. The saliva pellet is an in- 
novation of merit, he confesses, and 
the incomes of ball players have fat- 
tened up considerable since the days 
when he wore a uniform. Otherwise, 
says the sage, it is pretty much the 
game old game played in the same old 
way. 

Anson’s major league career began 
in 1876, when he played third base for 
Al Spalding’s Chicago White Stock- 
ings, and helped the Windy City .ag- 
gregation to cop’ the first pennant of 
the National league. The following 
year he was made mahager of the club, 
and for twenty-one years he not only 
played regularly, but acted as man- 
ager and captain. He was in the out- 
kleld for a couple of seasons, but in 
1879 he assigned himself to first base, 
where he made hie greatest reputation 
as a player. During his twenty-two 
years in the Chicago uniform Cap“ 
played in 2.250 games. In 8,947 trips 
to the plate he made 1,665 hits, and 
out of 22,945 fielding chances he fell 
down on only 596. He has made 21,278 
putouts dnd 1,071 assists, and his bat- 
ting average for the twenty-two years 
was ere isn't another rec- 
ord like Angon’s in the dope book, and 
probably never will be.

Savannah, Ga., April 16.—The fact 
that the crew of the detained German 
steamer Hohenfelde ts under close eur- 
veillance of the federal authorities was 
one of the few developments today in 
connection with the investigation be- 
ing made here of the possible activities 
of German agents at this port in a plot 
to destroy merchant ships of the allies 
at sea by secreting “fire bombs” among 
their cargoes. 

Officials interested in the investiga- 
tion continued to maintain silence as 
to the progress they have made and 
evadéd all questions. It was learned, 
howevera they have been instructed by 
the authorities in Washington that, in 
event that a raid is made on any sus- 
picioned base“ of the plotters’ opera- 
tions in which German subjects are in- 
volved, they shall first notify the Ger- 
man consul and have him accompany 
officers sent to make arrests. These 
instructions, it was said, were in con- 
formity with a treaty governing such 
cases between the United States and 
Germany. 


Dr. Scheele in the South. 


Raleigh, N. C., April 16.—Dr. Walter 
R. Scheele, head of the New Jersey Ag- 
ricultural and Chemical company, of 
Hoboken, for whom a nation-wide

Newapaper accounts of the bomb plot 
disclosures in New York, Cussons said, 
recalled Scheelé’s visit and last night 
he notified United States Marshal 
Dortch and delivered to him the paper 
containing the address written by the 
visitor. his paper, it was said. vy 
forwarded to department of justice offi- 
cials for comparison with specimens 
of Scheele’s handwriting.

Will Be Inaugurated by the 
Southern Sociological 
Congress. 


New Orleans, April 16.—A joint meet- 
ing here tonight marked,the. closing 
of the Southern Soctological congress 
and the opening of the Southern Con- 
ference for Education and Industry. Dr. 
C. H. Brough, of Fayetteville, Ark., 
newly elected president of the congress, 
and Charles Zueblin, of Boston, deliv- 
ered the principal addresses, Dr. 
Brough suggesting future work by the 
Congress for bettering conditions in 
the south, and Mr. Zueblin speaking 
of the duties of the United States dur- 
ing and after the Buropean war. 

Br. Brough announced the next meet- 
ing of the congress would deal with 
all problems pertaining to the welfare 
of the southern people, instead of hav- 
ing one dominating theme. He stated 
the work of bettering the condition of 
the negro would be continued and 
strong efforts put forth to lessen the 
percéntage of illiteracies in the south- 
ern states. “In our crusade for more 
general education,” said Dr. Brough, 
“we must work and support recon- 
structive statesmen, men who place 
service higher than self-interest.” 

Mr. Zug@blin declared America must 

ake peace profitable, prove conquests 
futile, solidarity feasible and permea- 
tion scfentific. He urged revision of 
America’s attitude towards immigra- 
tion, declaring there should be no 
discriminatfon between Europeans and 
Asiatics. The United States, he said, 
could hold hundreds of millions more 
people without being overcrowded.
